Statistics of pauperism in Kngland 


for the year, which closed in January 
last, furnish a striking example of the 
poverty which exists at the side of co- 
lossal fortune and material social and 
political progress. The number of pau- 
pers on the 1st of January was 80C,518 
af whom 195,286 were indoor paupers, 
and 614,232 outdoor, with exactly and 
only 177 of the total number classed 
"relieved."

arc the figures given in the census of 
1871, the proportion stands one pauper 
to every twenty-eight persons.

improvement, however, was made over 
the previous year—a reduction of pau- 
pers numbering 151,513, who wore con- 
fined wholly to the outdoor class.
